Trainer Bn><*ks announces that Samuel Ross’ goml 
two-year-old ritiinatuni will not be raced bi*fore 
the Saratoga mei*ting. altliougli some of his other 
two-year-olds may race at Aqu«*duct and Empire 
4'lty if they continue to nmnd to after their cough- 
ing, us he thinks they will. 

Trainer Eddie Whyte, who trained Martinias for 
the late William llendrie when he won the Futurity 
of lH9<i for that distinguished Canadian sports- 
man, was a visitor at Belmont Park Monday. Ho 
is now training for another well-known Canadian 
establisliinent, that of the Dyments. 

James Rowe says he hardly exiM*cts to start Bor- 
i-ow in the Brooklyn Handicap, as lie fears he will 
not recover his form in time for it but he exiiects 
to have at least one starter in that raee, although 
us 5'ct he is unable to predict with any degn*e of 
I'ertniiity which of his eligibles would carry the 
Whitney colors. 

Brei‘ders are exiK*ricncing such a had time in 
England that the “Special Com miss loner’’ of the 
Loudon K|»ortjiman (Mr. W. Allismi) suggests that 
tin* IsKtkmakers and starting -priis* offices should 
pay a fixt*d toll, the whole of which should, with 
the i>erinissioii of the Joi-key Club stewards, la* 
devoted to paying a certain sum to the brei‘der of 
every winner throughout the season. In France, 
prior to the w.ir, breeders iMoiefited greatly in this 
fashion through the totalizator. 

Up to the beginning of May. Desert Gold’s Now 
. Zealand record was twenty wins, five second and 

b a third, and she has not yet finished out of a pl.iis*, 

her winnings, exclusive of tniphies totalling $3,0tK>, 
being $.58,335. As a threi* -year-old she has won 
each of the fourteen races in which she has started. 
Her earnings this season amount to $;t0,.500 apart 
fmm trophies, the two most valualde raees credited 
her lieing the New Zealand lX*rby (Uliristehureh), 
and Great Northern Derby (Auckland), each worth

This 
is jiot regarded as sutisfa«‘tory. and it is probable 
the rule will bi* so altered us to make the scale a 
sliding one, in the same fashion as in New South 
Wales, where a lad d<M*s uot forfeit all allowance 
uuUl he luia riddeu tweuty wiunerb.

UNDESIRABLE DUPLICATION OF NAMES. 



At a n*cent meeting of tin* New A'ork Jockey 
Club an ainendn:(‘nt to the Rules of Raeing was 
approved ordaining that no name that has lK*en 
employed during the previous ten years, either in 
the stud or on the turf, shall la? duplicated. 
Previously the rule said “five” years, and the ex- 
tension s(*«*iHS to Ik* eminently sensible, greatly 
reducing the chance of I'onfiision of stallions or 
mures in pedigrees. If anything, the rule as 
amended is in a w'uy bi-tter than our rule about 
names, for the reason that when a horse or marc 
in this country di»*s the name I'aii be claimed for 
another iiuiiii'tiiately, provided that it is not the 
name of an e<]uine 4*elebrity. M.v |hiint is this, 
that apparently there is no hard and- fast rule 
here as to what c«»nst ituti'S a celebrated horse 
or man*. Classic winners, of course, come under 
that heading, and doubtless also winners of the 
Gold Cup at Ascot and the Goodw'tMMl uiul Don- 
caster Cups. Yet there are many other big w’in- 
ners w'hose names, in my oiiiniou, sliould have l»eeii 
ixumuue from reiietitiuu. Due example is Bruce, 



whiili should have won the Derby and did win 
the Grand Prize of Paris. There is at the present 
time a stceple«*ha.s»*r called Bruce. Then then* is 
anoth<*r ’chas<*r called Father Confessor, although 
there w’as a good liorsi* of the name, by The Abbot 
out of .StlllnKiin Maid, W’hieli won two Liverpool 
Cups and tin* Chesterfiehl (’up at Gm»dwood for the 
late “Squire” Abingtou. The name of another 
good horse. Claymore, a winin*r of the Manchester 
Nov<*mlier Handicap for Dml Ilow’e, is now borne 
liy a twd-yi'ar-old in Lines’ stable. 

Other present names that recall memories of 
smart former bean*rs are Mazurka, Brown Prim-e, 
Pagunirii, Bonnet Uoug»* and Flambard. Mazurka 
was one of the trio that t4s»k part in a niemonihle 
dead -In at for the Astl«*y Stakes, the other parth-i- 
paiits being Sciibell and AA’ainlering Nun. A head 
behind tin; three Thora and Cumberhiinl ran another 
dead -heat for fourth place. In the next year 
Alazurka earri»*d off the Stew'urds’ (’up for Ix»rd 
(’julogan, and she also did well at the stud. The 
question of what <*oiistitut»‘s 4*elebrit.v, it is readily 
a(lmitt<‘d, can easily Ik* stretched too far by the 
inclusion of all winm'rs of iiniM>rtaiit. but not great, 
handicaps, but the individuality of the horse «»r 
mare should be taken into account. For example, 

such iiann*s of liainlicap giants as A’ii-tor AA’ild, 
Bendigo, S<*e Saw’ ami Clorain* ouglit surely not to 
Ik* n*iK*at<Ml. Tin 11 tln re is the question of horses 
w’hich only achieved fame at tin* stud, such as Wis- 
«loiii and Galliniile. Sun*ly these names should not 
Is* availabh*. nor. in my opinion, should the names 
of famous broodmares w’hi<*h have done little of 
note on the race c<»urse be n*|K*ated, Doris, for in- 
stance (the dam of Sunstnr, AA’hite Star, etc.), and 
GalkMa (dam of Bayardo, Lemb«*rg and Kw’ang-Sii).

Carlita had 
not much to beat, despite the fact that the Aiistni- 
lian C’up winner (’henibini was one of her opi»onents, 
but sh •• won in time e<]ual to the Flemington record, 
and was pulling up at that. Both ('nrlita and those 
counei-ted witli hi*r are popular in Melbourne, Her 
< wners are Frenchmen and, if for no other reason, 
Carlita’s sue<*ess would have lK*en well received. 
They are well-known business men in Sydney, and 
race as Messrs. “Roger” and “Rivers.” Mr. 
“Roger” was present at Flemington to see the mare 
win. Mr. “Rivers” is fighting w'ith his gallant 
countrymen fiii the western front. 

It is chameteristie of (’arlita that she improves 
with raeing. Had she been as forward in <*ondi- 
tlon on the last as on the first day of the meeting 
she wNUild have not sueenmbed to Giru in tlie 
Ess4*ndon Stakes. AVIieii this is said, no attempt is 
made to d<‘traet from the merit of the victory of 
Giru. W’hieh fought out his raee in great style. The 
veteran trainer J. Moore, than whom there is no 
iK'tter man in Australia in preparing a horse for a 
long race, was, of 4•ourso, heartily congratulated 
on the success of (’arlita, nor was the jo<'key. R. 
AV. Brennan, overlooked. Brennan was in luck’s 
way when he fell in f«»r the riding of Carlita. He 
has ridd<*n w’ith a g<Kid deal of success in Sydney, 
and also in AA'estern .Australia. lie was on Carlita 
when she won the last Williamstowm Cup. (’arlita 
has now w'oii a dozen raees. and her winnings in 
stakes amount to 15,255 pounds. She only cost 125 
guineas as a yearling. 

A\’hen (’arlita won the King’s Plate in 5:22% 
she equalled the rc4*ord for the event, pnt up by 
Radnor twti years ago. The Australian three miles* 
rec«inl. .5:22%. was made by Trafalgar at Rand- 
wick. Had it been re«iuired of her. Carlita eouhl 
huv.* elipi>ed two or three seconds off Saturday’s 
time. She was easctl up 4»ver the last half fur- 
hmg. Before she won the A’ietoria Racing (’lub 
Derby, many race-goers had doubts about Carlita’s 
stamina, but she can now be put down as on^ of 
the best natural stayers that has appeal^ for many 
years. — Melbourne Argua.
